It Took 85,000 to Move the Ele- 
vated Road From Lucas Ave- 
nue to Morgan Street.

Ed Butler Attended a Meeting of 
Property Owners and Made a 
Demand for $10,000.

Details of the Meeting at Which the Boodle 
Fund Was Raised—Ozne of the Incorpora-

Him by Counciiman Comfort and One of 
the Scotts, and of the Tender of $1,000 
Made by Them-—Dr. J. J. Kane Tells 
How He Was Approached—Conuncilman 
Ganahl Refuses to Serve on the Council 
Investigating Committee — Councilman 
Rohan Protests Against an Adjournment 
of the Committee, and Says There Is a 
Stigma on the Solid Seven. 


The PostT-DIsPATCH has already revealed 
the New York end of the boodle story, which 
has for its subject the passage of the Elevated 
Railroad bill through the Municipal Assembly, 
and it now presents to its readers a chapter of 
the tale which is entirely local. 

A small section of the story which is now 
told was investigated by the Grand-jury, but 
the Grand-jury did not have before it all the 
facts which the PosT-DISPATCH possesses and 
now makes public. 

This chapter tells how the promoters of that 
enterprise and the members of the 
Assembly made the property holders 
along the proposed route pay a 
a portion of thelr expenses and how they 
worked together to get the better of the citi- 
zens whose interest the Councilmen should 
have had at heart, which the promoters of the 
bill pretended to protect, and further of an 
attempt to bribe a priest, «. 

When the Dili was irst Introduced it pro- 
vided that the road should go west on Lucas 
avenue. The Lucas avenue property owners 
objected and protested. They did not want it 
and endeavored to have the route changed, 
but they could not persuade the gentiemen 
interested to abandon that street by any ar- 
guments which they presented. 

The railroad people intimated that it the 
property owners would make up a good large 
contribution they would consent to change 
the route, and a meeting was called and held 
in the office of F. Burns, the saddlery mer- 
chant. Among those who were pgesent were 
Messrs. Gauss of Gauss-Shelton Hat Co., P 
Burns, Mitchell of the Mitchell Furniture Co., 
Ed Butler, 4 representative of the promoters, 
a few other property holders and George W. 
Lubke as adviser. 

The advice of Judge Lubke was asked as to 
whether it would bea violation ot the crimi- 
nal statutes forthe property owners to pay 
the promoters tochange the route, and the 
substance of his advice to them was that 
they could not be sent to the penitentiary for 


it, but it would look like a very ugly piece of 
business. 

Ed Butler dropped in to the meeting and 
sald that he could assure the property-owners 
that the route would be changed if they would 
raise 

A FUND OF $10, 
and make it a 932 to ihe "Elevated Rall- 
road Co. 

The representative of the promoters 
thought that that would be a little too steep, 
and, speaking for the 1 vate he said they 
would be satisfied with $5 ,000 

That struck the property- -owners as a more 
favorable proposition, and they acceded to it. 

A subscription was started on the quiet and 
the money was raised. Merchants doin 
business on Lucas avenue and the owners o 
lots and houses there were the contributors 
and the men who were the active canvassers 
for contributions. were Russeil, a North 
Broadway clothier, and Thomas Dunn, the 
pawnbroker. 

The opponents of the bill raised $5,000, in 
cash which was paid out, but those who 
handled it say they do not know what became 
of it or elee refuse to say what they did with 
it. One thing is sure, that it was paid 
to a certain gentieman and he is 
absent from the city and is now in Louisville, 
therefore his name is withbeld until he re- 
turns to speak for 2 and probably he 
can tell who received | 

It was placed eceording t to agreement, how- 
ever, for the route was mediately changed 
from Lucas avenue to Morgan street and then 
the Morgan street property owners began 
their unsuccessful fight. 

ACKNOWLEDGES THE CORN 

Mr. Charles Gauss, President of the Gauss- 
Shelton Hat Co., who was one of the gentle- 
men who assembled in Mr. Burns’ office on 
several occasions to devise means for having 
the proposed route of the elevated road 
changed, was found much more commupnica- 
tive than Mr. Burns. Mr. Gauss isa very 
pleasant gentieman and answered all ques- 
tions put to him freely.

A Much Needed Reform. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.— There is lit- 
tle use, said Secretary Blaine, in attempt- 
ing to conduct a civil service r one set of 
office- holders and ignoying the just claims of 


others. This has been brought very promi- 
nently before the State Department recently 
in cases where young Americans desire to go 
abroad as diplomatic representatives of the 
United States. Before there was such 4 thing 
Known as civil service reform, politicians 
Were accustomed to bring their friends to 
Washington, and after receiving attention 
from the head of a department, an appoint- 
ment to a lucrative position was generally the 
result. But now all this is changed, and the 
doors of the departments are practically 
closed against applicants for offices, owing to 
the requirements of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Disappointed in their efforts to get 
into public position in other ways, many of 
the workers of the two political parties turned 
their longing eyes in the direction of the 
State Department and coveted long and ear- 
nestly some of the consular offices help by oth- 
ers. Examinations are not required for these 
places and they are matters for the exertion 
of influence if the solicitation of candidates 
for them can be believed. In consequence to 
the demand for consular positions it is quite 
likely that they will be recommended to be 
turned over to the Civil Service Commission 
to pass upon the ability of the applicants and 
thus relieve the State Department of a great 
deal of annoyance.’’

LOUIS NATHAL, 


Death of an Actor and Playwright Who 
Was Well Known in St. Louis. 


Among the victims of La Grippe’’ in New 
York City is Loule Nathal, the well-known 
opera singer and playwright. On New 
Year Day he went to the French 
Hospital, and information received from 
New York to-day states that he died there late 
yesterday afternoon and that his body is still 
at the hospital, Nathal is well known in St. 


Louis, having spent one entire summer here.

He was the possessor of a magnificent bass 
voice, and was a splendid actor, but 
had a very strong French ac- 
cent. The venture atthe Pickwick proved a 
failure, and after a run of several weeks to 
unprofitable business the garden was. closed 
and the company disbanded. Manager Short 
of the Olympic, who was running Uhrig’s 
Cave across the street from the Pickwick, with 
the Ford Opera an  attrac- 
tion, gave Natnal engagement 
having bim appear as Gaspard in The Chimes

on the south side, but its career was brief. 
He remained here for awhile, giving lessons 
in singing and preparing people for the stage.

Louls woman whose maiden name had been 
Belle Barnes. She had sang in his company at 
the Pickwick under the stage name 
of Louise Lester. Her husband was 
in the clothing business here. One 
day she and Nathal disappeared from the city 
and it developed that they had joined a treupe 
and gone to California together. Davis then 
obtained a divorce from his wife and 
she married Nathal. She has since be- 
come quite famous as a sidger and 
was one of the prima donnas of the American 
Opera Co. when they were here two years ago, 
filllog such parte as Marguerite in Faust.“ 
She was also with them last year and sang 
almost every night, creating quite a furore 
wherever the company appeared. Mrs. Na- 
thal has a magnificent soprano voice, but has 
grown to enormous proportions and lost much 
of the beauty she possessed when a resident 
ofthiscity. Her name appeared on the pro- 
gramme as Nathali. 

LOUIS NATHAL 

was an assumed name, Louis de Plainville 
being the real name of the deceased. He was 
a native of the Province of France, and was 
47 years of age. He stood 6 feet 
4% inches in  beight, and of late 
2 has weighed in the neighborhood of 
00 pounds. e first became known as 
the business manager of Mme. Patti. A few 
years ago he gave up singing and turned his 
attention to writing plays, at which he had 
been quite successful. Nathal was an excel- 
lent noh scholar, and it is said 
that all his works are . adaptations 
from his native angnags. His name, 
howeyer, appears on all of them as 
their author. ‘‘Monbars,’’ which Robert 
Mantell has been playing for three years is 
one of Nathal’s plays and soils A Prisoner 
for Lite, and Suspect, which is 
now being roduced in the Eastern 
States by Henry Lee.

Sin-—In confirmation of my telegram of 
Thursday last I beg to sav, that, while I am 
willing to take partin any regatta at which 
the p offered are sufficiently Jarze to war- 
rant the labor and expense of training, I must 
most itively decline to acknowledge that 
any championship can be considered at stake 
in such regatta. I won the championship of 
America in a match and I will 
never risk it in a contest where my 
defeat would be the foremost aim of ev 
other contestant.’ As for the championship 
the world being decided in sucha way, the 
idea is preposterous. Can any sane man im- 
agine the Australians would be willing to 
come here, row in still waters for the first 
time in their lives, take part in a scrambie in 
which every home sculier would conspire to 
beat them, and then acknowledge that they 
had forfeited all claim to the title? 

I cannot imagine that even Teemer in bis 
wildest moments can believe such a thing,and 
Lam sure your enterprising townsman, Mr. 
H. Thayer, does not. The objections to 
putting the professional single sculling 
(championship at stake in a regatta are 
so many that to me it hardly appears 
worth while to go over them. Look 
atthe possibilies of intentional fouls, and 
prabably the ultimate decision of an incompe- 
tentor inexperienced referee, or ofa man 
who did not see what went on and gave his 
verdicton the heursay evidence of witnesses 
who might be all opposed to the best oars- 
man. an anything be more unsatisfactory 
than the disposition of supreme honors ina 
race where such possibilities exist? 

Previous to meeting Beach, Hanlan's only 
defeats were in regattas, but nobody claimed 
that he forfeited championship honors in such 
contests. In fact, it would have been ridicu- 
lous to assert that by bis victory on Kempen- 
feldt Bay, in 1879, J, H. Riley won the title, 
or that Wallace Ross did the same by his 
success a year later on the Seekonk. In 
both places Hanlan was caught off, al- 
though at Providence he was considered a 
certainty. The trouble appears to have been, 
however, that in setting bimself down to beat 
the Englishman, Robert Watson Bovd, he 
strained himself, with the result that an infe- 
rior sculler won. A sprinter could carry me

his conquerorsin regattas when they came 
against him in match races, and I might do 
the same; but why sbould Ibe called upon to 
risk my title any more than he was in such 
contests? 

As I have said before Ifear no man who sits 
in a boat. but Iam determined to have some- 
thing to say in the disposition of atitle that I 
have earned by hard work and great expense, 
and no other man has a right to call upon me 
to put the championship at stake in arace in 
which a number of scullers compete, some of 
whom can have no possible pretension to the 
highest honors, and only row in the mg 
that good luck and not thelr ability may do 
something for them. I have a forfeit up 
with the Toronto Empire with a challenge 
open to the world, and if any American thinks 
he can beat me, all be bas to dois to cover it 
and he will be accommodated. If, however, 
Thayer of Boston and Caikins of Seattle wish 
to make a race in which the championship 
shall be decided, they can have their wish 
gratified by adding a purse to the main stake, 
whieh land my rivaishball put up, and if itis 
liberal enough, I will promiseto row at any 
place either of them may name.

A PECULIAR SUIT. 


EXCHANGE OFFICERS CHARGED WITH MIS- 
APPROPRIATING FUNDS. 


©. HB. Albers Has Fears for the Reserve 
Fand—He Protests in Court Against the 
Payment of legitimate Expenses—Oul- 
mination of a Bow on ’Chango—Feeling 
Among the Directors. 


H. ALBERS this 

morning filed asuit in 

the Circuit Court—at 

a cost of $3 for filing 

fee—to recover one 

three-thousandth part 

of $2,682.45, namely, 

89% cents. This pe- 

cullar action can be 

best understood by a 

’ reading of the peti- 

tion, which is here printed in full: 

„Charles H. Albers for himself and other 


members of the Merchants’ Exchange vs. 
The Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis, Chas. 
„ Cox, President; Hugh Rodgers and 
Alex Euston, Vice- Presidents; Frank 
Galennle, Charles P. Burr, Henry 
W. Chandler, Isaac M. Mason, 
John C. Fears, Charles C. Orthwein, Joseph 
B. Ambs, R. M. Hubbard, John B. Gandoifo 
and C. H. Spencer. 

Plaintiff suing in his own behalf and behalf 
of such other members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change of St. Louis as may desire to come in, 
says thatthe Merchants’ Exchange is a cor- 

oration created by. the laws of the State of 
Jissouri and located in the city of 
St. Louls; that defendant Cox and 
defendants Rodgers and Euston are 
Vice-Presidents, and the remaining defend- 
ants are the directors of said corporation. 
That by the rules and regulations adopted by 
said corporation the government thereof is 
vested in the President, Vice-President and 
directors, and it is further provided that all 
financial and business concerns of said eorpor- 
ation shall be managed and conducted In ac- 
cordance with the rules by and under the di- 
rection of the Board of Directors. That sajd 
corporation consists of about $,000 members. 
That the Initiation fee is $2,500, and upon pay- 
ment thereof acertificate of membership is 
issudd to each individual by the corporation. 
That plaintiff is and has been for years past a 
member of said corporation, and has his cer- 
tificate of membership. That said corpora- 
tion now owns and possesses a reserve fund 
amounting to $500,000, which has been accu- 
mulated by applying from yeaf to year, as re- 
quired dy the rules and regulations, the an- 
nual surplus revenue after the payment of 
legitimate expenses. That said corporation 
has a large annual income derived from fees, 
fines and assessments, and the rules 
and regulations of the corporation provide 
that all such income or revenue which may 
remain afterthe payment of legitimate ex- 
penses of the corporation shall at the close of 
each year be added to said reserve fund, and 
further provides that no appropriation of 
money shall be made for any purpose outside 
of the legitimate expense of the Exchange 
without first submitting the same to a vote of 
the members after five days’ notice, by posting 
said notice conspicuously in the Exchange 
room. But plaintiff states that the 
Board of Directors wholly disre- 
garding their official duty and obligations 
in the premises did during the month of 
November, 1889, wrongfully and unlawfully ap- 
propriate and disburse from the treasury of 
the corporation thesum of $1,805,30and ap- 
plied the same tothe expenses and etertain- 
ment ofa body of men known as the Pan 
American visitors. 

For another and fourth cause of action 
piantiff states that on December 13, 1889, said 
defendants as the Board of Direc- 
tors did wrongſull y and unlawfully 
7 and disburse from the treasury 
ofthe corporation the sum of $627.15 which 
sum they of their own motion and contrary to 
law applied in payment of a purchase by 
them made cf an option on the Planters’ 
House in the city of St. Louis. 

„For another and further cause of action 
the plaintiff states that on December 81, 1889, 
said defendants, as directors, wrongfully and 
unlawfully appropriated and disbursed 
from the treasury of the corpora 
tion the sum of §250, which sum they 
applied to the payment of the rent of»Enter- 
talnment Hall for the benefit of a concourse 
of people known as the Farmers’ aad Labor- 
ers’ Union. 

‘*Plaintiff states thatthe appropriation and 
disbursements thus made onthe occasions 
aforesaid were not only outside the legiti- 
mate expenses of the Exchange, but were 
foreign to the business and purposes of the 
corporation. That it was beyond the power 
ofthe corporation or its directors to thus 
divert its funds and resources without the 
consent of the members; that the same was 
done as aforesaid without any vote of the 
members and contrary to their wishes; that 
by reason of such unlawful appropriations 
and disbursements said sums were prevented 
from being added to the reserve fund as re- 
quired to be, and said corporation and all its 
members, including plaintiff are injured and 
damaged thereby. 

The petition closes with the prayer that the 
defendants be compelled to repay the sums 
mis appropriated, with interest, or that judg- 
ment be rendered to the use of the corporation 
against the officers for the money. 

O. H. ALBERS 
was seen at his office opposite the Merchants’ 
Exchange in reference to the suit brought by 
him. Mr. Albers is not unaccustomed to 
legal complications with the board of 
directors, as he has just won 
asuit in the Circuit Court for the recovery of 
a fine of $50 imposed upon him for smoking on 
Change. In answer to a question Mr. Albers 
said: ‘‘The matter is a very simple one. 
Either the Board of Directors bad a 
right to appropriate this money or 
they had no such right. By the constitution 
they are authorized to make appropriations 
* meet all the regular legitimate expenses of 
the Exchange, and all other appropriations 
must be made by a vote of the members. 
The question is whether the expenditure 
of over $1,800 for the entertainment of the 
Pan-American Congress, that of more than 
$600 for an option on the Planters’ House 
roperty and that of $250 to pay fora 
all for the Farmers’ Convention to 
meet in can be classed under the 
head of legitimate expenses. As I look at 
the matter they are not, und I am by no means 
alone in my opinion. Some ofthe directors, I 
understand, take the same view of 
the matter, and many members of the 
Exchange. The matter could 

argued from now until doomsday before an 
conclusion was reached, and therefore 1 thin

R. M. Hubbard, a member 
of the Board of Directors, said: „1 had 
beard that this suit wan to doe 
brought, and therefore was not surprised at 
it. The matter was fully discussed by the 
Board of Directors, particularly at the time 
whenthe question of appropriating §250 to 
pay fora hall for the Farmers’ Oonvention 
came up. Several members objected 
to the Merchants’ Exchange paying for a hall 
the occupants of which were busily engaged 
in denouncing us, and did not think that we 
had any right to the money of the Ex- 
change for any such purpose. The majority 
took a contrary view. Ofcourse it would be 
impossible.to give a decided opinion on the 
matter until the exact form of the petition is 
exawined, but it will be argued by the board 
of directors that the constant practice has been 
to set aside money for the entertainment of 
the guests of the city, and that this has long 
been recognized as a legitimate expense.“ 

Opinion on the floor was somewhat divided, 
some holding that the point raised by Mr. 
Albers was well taken and others believing 
that there was nothing in it. It was also be- 
lievea by some that in his individual capacity 
Mr. Albers would have no standing in court, 
and that he could not sue without some 
further authority.

PROBABLY LYNCHED. 


Two Fiends Wno Twice Escaped Death at 
the Hands of a Mob. 


ROANOKE, Va., Jan. 3.—About two months 
ago two white girls, aged 14 and 12 years, 
respectively, were criminally assaulted in 
Montgomery County. Subsequent develop- 
ments fastened the crime upon a man named 
Akers and a 19-year-old boy named Cooper. 
They were lodged in jail about three weeks 
ago. An attempt to lynch them was pre- 
vented by Judge Junkins of the County Court, 
hiding them in the weeds until they could be 


returned to Lynchburg. The second attempt 
was frustrated by removing them to Salem. 
They were taken to Christiansburg Monday. 
for trial. The hands of the people were kept 
off them only by an earnest appeal from the 
Judge, and his pledge that jus 
tice would be meted out, and Wedau es- 
day Akers was sentenced to twenty 
years inthe penitentiary. The people were 
dissatisfied with the verdict and would have 
lynched the prif®ners that night had not 
Judge Junkins again removed them from the 
all in the darkness. He telegraphed the 

ayor of Roanoke yesterday morning that 
the Sheriff and prisoners had left and asked 
that they be protected from violence, but up 
to a late hour last night the Sheriff with his 
prisoners had not arrived and it is feared that 
they have fallen victims to mob violence. Men 
froin Montgomery were arriving in Roanoke 
allday yesterday and were watching every 
avenue of a. Sentries were also 
posted at all the intervening stations on the 
rallroad and men were patrolling the country 
roads. Ifthe Sheriff oau reach this city his 
men will be safe, but it is feared that he will 
never get them here alive.

Eadward MoGuire Arraigned Before Judge 
Campbell on Two Charges. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction Judge 
Oampbell held Edward McGuire to the Grand- 
jury in the sum of $1,000 in each of two cases 
docketed against him for assault to kill. 

On the morning of November 1] last McGuire 
met Officers Phillips and Cox at the corner of 
Broadway and Florida street.

When their wounds were dressed it wes found 
that the bullet which struck Officer Phillips in 
the mouth had passed out of his cheek, while 
the first ball, which hit Cox, went entirely 
through bis thigh, ust missing the bone. The 
second bad glanced off the shoulder biade and 
passed out the back.

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Is He a Fraud? 


Rabbi &pitz, editor of the Jewish Voice, hasa 
two-column article in to-day’s issue ‘‘expos- 
lng, as he says, a young Jew whom be al- 
leges bas been practicing deceit upon prom!- 
nent St. Louis Christians. 


Five or six months ago, we cannot recall 
the exact time, a young man of good appear- 
ance and pleasing address stopped us in the 
street and introduced himself asa young law 
student by the name of Sulzman. He had 
been studying law somewhere inlowa. He 
wished to 2 where he could get a Hebrew 
Bible. was prattling away after 
the + ve of an empty-headed boy, 

and disclosing himself to us as an 
absolute infidel. Hedid not believe in the 
stories of the Bible, and the metbods of the 
Talmud, ashe had learned them at home in 
Russiun Poland, did not suit him. Would we 
give him permission to occasionally call at 
our office? He was so eager to commune with 
an intelligent man. Of course we extended 
him our invitation, What was he doing in 
the city? Oh, well, he gave lessons in He- 
brew and English to children—in fact, he had 
a class of children whom he instructed in 
English (he cannot pronounce it correctly, 
nor can he speak itin any way grammatically; 
he is as ignorant in Englishas he is in He- 
brew). Well, having named the firm where 
he could obtain a Hebrew Bible, we left bim. 

Since then he met us on various occasions, 
alwaysin the street. Gradually the young 
man, or rather boy, for he is apparently not 
older than 20 years, aroused in us the suspi- 
cion that he was not what he appeared to be. 
About six weeks ago we met him again stand- 
ing on the corner ofa street, where he evi- 
dently had been waiting for the opportunity, 
in company with Mr. Stevens, a well- known 
zealous Christian who would very much like 
to convert all the Jews. He was introduced 
to us by Sulzman, and, handing us a circular 
with the plan of the ancient Tabernacle, show- 
ing Christ in the center, 
work of Mr. Steyens, this 
man inquired if we would 
him permissien to lecture on the subject be- 
fore our congregation in our temple. Our 
suspicion now grew into conviction: Sulzman 
was a missionary hireling! But he is smart 
enough to always appear as a—fool. 

We heard of a young Jew preaching every 
Sabbath afternoon to Jews at Mr. Niedring- 
haus’ new mission-house. But the name of 
the man was Glotzman. We investigated the 
matter thoroughly, and, finding himself cor- 
nered, we suppose, the fellow at last 
called at our office. There, in the pres- 
ence of several persons, we unmasked 
— = We have learned that 
he draws 3 stipends, from Messrs. 
Scruggs $10 or $15, Congressman Niedringhaus 
$10, Mathews of Mathews & Lafferty $5, and 
from other equally prominent Christians, 
whose names we could not ascertain. He con- 
stantly boasts of being supported by these 
gentiemen, also that Mr. Cupples intends 
sending him to some college. * * * At our 
office he has as much as confessed thathe goes 
by the double name of Sulzman and Glotz- 
man. He says he is the son of a Raboi—a man 
balling from his place says this is not true. 

One of the gentlemen named above as hav- 
ing contributed to Sulsman or Glotzman’s 
support was seen to-day and acknowledged 
that he had done so, but not for the amount 
stated. He had agreed to give $2 a month to 
the young man. Besides this, however, he 
had made him a contribution to buy an over- 
coat and some underwear. The young man, 
he said, had called on hima number of times 
and bad impressed bim most favorably. He 
knew nothing about him, except what 

had told himself

THE DESPISED WEED LIKELY TO SUPPLANT 
COTTON AND JUTE. 


The Precious Vegetable Useful in the Mann- 
facture of Clothes, Carpets, Bagging, 
Etc.—Successful Experiments—Seeretary 
Rusk Sees the Mighty Future of Okra— 
Cheapness of Its Growing. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

CoLumsBous, S. O., Jan. 3.—Watch the okra. 
Keep an eye A that despised weed, the okra 
plant. The old gentleman of the coast region 
who, in years gone by, used to say particu- 
larly hearty grace before indulging in okra 
soup, never thought that the succulent pods 
which, assimilated with tomato and shanks of 
beef and stewed over a slow fire, formed a 
penacea for all before dinner ills were the 
least valuable portions of an exceedingly 
unique and precious vegetable. They did nat 
foresee the day when their descendants would 
walk about in okra suits, tread on okra car- 
pets, covertheir cotton with okra bagging 
and moor thelg throats with okra rope. 
But that day is coming. Watch Okra, it 
may yet supplant cotton. It may give 
millions of negroes employment and prée- 
perity. For several years various experi- 
ments have been made with okra fiber, and 
recently the State Department of Agriculture 
has been furnished with beautiful specimens 
ofit. But little has been known of its avail- 
ability for the manufacture of cheap prod- 
ucts. A few days ago J. J. Hill of) Edge- 
field, 8. C., sent the department a sample of 
okra fiber as glossy and strong as ramie. 
The department sent the specimen to the 
National Department at Washington. Secre- 
tary Rusk, in acknowledging it, says that 
letters from all parts of the South indicate a 
general inclination to substitute the 

OKRA FIBER FOR Jura, 
not only for cotton bagging, but for all pur- 
poses for which jute is used. Secretary Rus« 
is also very anxious to know the process’ of 
preparing the fiber. According to all accounts 
Mr. Rusk sees the mighty future of okra and 
is resolved to be the prophet of okra. He 
may yetrun for the presidency on the okra 
issue. Now comes W. F. Sudiow, a practical 
engineer and machinist, with the assertion 
that he can produce it at 4 cost not greater 
than about 1 cent a pound. He has bullt mills 
in England, Germany, France, Austria and 
Mexico. He has high recommendations of 
his ability from officials in Washington and 
other cities in this country. He, too, has his

The * uantity which can be raised on 
an acre must be censidered only by the ton, 
and the fiber constitutes most of the stalk 
mood . and bark being very thin and 
The stalks need not be cut at any 
s —1 time. suey can be allowed to die in 
spe field before the fiber is extracted.
